Mr,  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Health  Repoirt  for  the  year  ending 
31 st  December,  1 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  v;ras  7,060 
vdiioh  is  the  same  as  that  for  19^2.  The  1961  census  figure  wets 

There  v/ere  136  live  births  compared  with  123  in  19^2  and  107  in 
196,1  . There  v/as  one  stillbirth  and  one  infant  death.  This  death 
occurred  in  tlie  first  month  of  the  child’s  life. 

There  was  no  maternal  death. 

The  total  number  of  death  was  129  (l2if-  in  1962,  131  in  l96l  and  114 
in  i960),  Fourteen  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  cancer,  27  to  strokes 
and  53  to  heart  disease  including  coronary  artery  disease.  Thus  94 
out  of  the  129  deaths  were  due  to  tliese  three  causes.  This  is  the 
same  pattern  as  in  previous  years. 

There  were  5 new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  and  one 
death  from  tuberculosis. 

Eighty  cases  of  measles  were  notified  which  is  a considerable 
increase  on  ihe  number  for  the  previous  year  (53)* 

Health  of  the  coammity  can  generally  be  considered  to  be  a 
satisfactory  one,  I wish  to  thanlc  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr,  D,J, 
Jones  emd  Ihr,  Davies  for  their  co-operation  and  also  Ihr,  Ellis  and  the 
other  Council  officials  for  the  help  they  have  always  given  me.

The  neT.’-  ’water  supx)ly  from  Hy-i  Gain  T2rawsf3mydd  cpjne  into  use  during 
the  year  in  order  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  Nuclear  Pov/er  Station,  and  the 
villages  of  Gellilydan  and.  Maent\rrog,  Certain  unseen  difficulties, 
particularly  y/ith  regard  to  filtintion  of  the  lake  supply  were  experienced 
and  it  is  antioripa.ted  that  these  y/ill  be  resolved  in  the  early  part  of  19^« 

The  new  \ya.ter  supply  i*or  Groesor  vills.ge  come  into  operation  during 
the  y-Qpjr  thus  meeting  a long  awaited  derinnd  by  tho  villo.gcrs  for  a 
proper  cons  to.  nt  supply. 


The  arrangements  for  seiverage  and  scr.Tage  disposal  in  the  district 
as  a whole  arc  reasonably  adequate,  but  same  of  the  liamlets  ne-tnely 
(k'jymfryn  (idaribedr),  Bron^er  (Trawsfynydd),  Glanywern  (Talsarnau)  and 
Soar  (Llandecw^oi)  aiHD  still  dependant  on  cesspools  as  the  means  of  sewage 
cUsposal,  A sewerage  scheme  for  Gwynfryn  is  nov  being  prepared, 

Jiiverj'-  effort  v/as  made  to  maintain  and  improve  the  efficiency  of  all 
the  sewage  disposal  plants,  in  order  to  discharge  well  treated  effluents 
complying  with  the  standards  of  the  Gwynedd  River  Board, 

A new  slaughterhouse  at  Cae  lago  Ffestiniog  v/as  licensed  during  the 
year,  and  all  animals  slaughtered  were  inspected,  as  to  their  fitness 
for  human  consumption. 


The  Council  employ  one  full  time  rodent  ci:)erator,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Ffestiniog  Urban  District  Council,  The  v/hole  of  the  ditrict*s 
sewerage  system  was  treated  during  May  and  June,  ajnd  all  Council  refuse 
sites  and  se\?/agc  disposal  works  were  regularly  inspected  and  treated. 

It  is  obvious  tliat  the  occupiers  of  both  o.griculturc;.l' and  business 
premises  are  carrying  out  their  own  treatments  for  rodent  destruction. 
Despite  a dctemmied  effort  to  interest  the  occupiers  of  such  premises  to 
enter  into  a contract  Agreement  for  rodent  control,  the  response  was

The  Council  collect  refuse  once  weclcly  throughout  -the  district, 
apart  from  a few  isolated  houses  aiid  farms.  Tlie  service  \ra,s  esitended 
to  cover  a.11  aclditional  dvi/olling  houses  erected.  The  new  refuse 
collecting  vehicle  purche.sed  v/as  foimd  to  facilitate  collection  and  to 
cut  dov^n  on  time  spent  travelling  from  collecting  points  to  the  srofuse 
tips. 

During  the  sumiiier,  refuse  and  litter  produced  at  the  mjor  ceiravan 
camps  was  collected,  .tvjjco  weelcly  and  a3i  litter  "baskets  throughout  the 
district  were  emptied  on  an  average  of  four  days  each  week. 

There  are  tlirec  refuse  disposal  tips  in  the  district,  and  disposal 
on  each  is  partially  controlled, 

FOOD  HTGEkT] 

No  complaints  -were  received  from  the  public  of  contaminated  food- 
stuffs or  of  uniiygienic  conditions  of  food  handling. 

Inspections  were  carried  out  at  catering  establishments,  licensed 
premises,  grocers  and.  butchers*  shops,  ice  cream  premises,  and  advice 
given  regarding  food  hygiene  ■'■/ith  a view  to  minimizing  the  ever-present 
risk  of  food:,  contarronation.  Delivery  vans  and  mobile  shops  were 
inspected  as  often  as  possible, 

HOUSING 

Twenty  six  traditional  houses  v/ere  coirpletcd  by  the  Council  during 
the  year  in  order  to  meet  boihtho  general  beeds  of  tlie  district  and  the 
personnel  employed  at  the  Nuclear  Power  Station,  Trawsfynj'-dd., 

Due  to  pressure  of  other  v/ork,  it  -?/as  not  possible  to  adequately 
dead  -with  the  progranme  of  clearojtice  of  unfit  houses.  Some  80  unfit 
houses  still  remain. 

The  whole  of  the  district  has  now  been  surveyed  v/ith  a view  to 
ascertaining  the  number  of  houses  without  bathrooms,  hot  water  systems,  etc. 
Letters  urging  ormars  to  improve  their  houses  and  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  improvement  grants  available  vrero  sent  but  the  response  v/as  porticularly 
disappointing  ,
